EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The cited prior arts fail to teach a combination of refractory first body comprising a 
refractory first material fittingly assembled to a refractory second body comprising a refractory 
second material, the first material less permeable to the fluid than the second material, the first 
and second bodies each comprising a contact surface adapted to contact molten metal and a 
plurality of fluid passages extending from a fluid feeder to the contact surface, the fluid passages 
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of the second body having a higher relative flow resistance than the fluid passages of the first 
body, the fluid passages of the first body being independent from the fluid passages of the 
second body.
